typewritten-page  report  to  the  President  just  15 
weeks  after  Nixon  called  for  recommendations  to 
avoid  campus  disturbances. 

Scranton  said  he  did  not  think  the  president  or 
his  administration  shared  the  commission’s  deep 
belief  in  the  need  for  urgent  action  to  repair  these 
divisions,  which  he  said  are  “far  more  compelling 
and  are  growing  far  faster  than  most  Americans 
realize.” 

The  commission  blamed  the  Indochina  War, 
racism  and  the  colleges  themselves  for  campus 
disorders. 

“Nothing  is  more  important  than  an  end  to  the 
war  in  Indochina.  Disaffected  students  see  the  war 
as  a symbol  of  moral  crisis  in  the  nation  which,  in 
their  eyes,  deprives  even  law  of  its  legitimacy  ...” 

The  10-member  panel  made  clear  it  had  no 
sympathy  for  “a  small  minority  of  politically 


extreme  students  and  faculty  members  and  a small 
group  of  dedicated  agitators  (who)  are  bent  on 
destruction  of  the  university  through  violence  in 
order  to  gain  their  own  political  ends.” 

“Perpetrators  of  violence  must  be  identified, 
removed  from  the  university  as  swiftly  as  possible 
and  prosecuted  vigorously  by  the  appropriate 
agencies  of  law  enforcement,”  it  said. 

The  commission  also  proposed  that  the 
government  should  offer  “greatly  increased 
financial  aid  for  black  colleges  and  universities” 
and  formerly  all-white  schools  should  step  up 
minority  student  recruitment. 

The  report  called  for  universities  to  reform  their 
operations,  from  course  requirements  to 
rule-making,  but  nothing  should  be  done  to 
hamper  free  speech  and  the  exchange  of  ideas  on 
campus.

With  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel  to 
many  lands  (Elder  Lee  mentioned  that  350 
persons  were  recently  baptized  in  a 
Mexican  Mission  in  one  month)  disclosed 
that  we  must  ‘Train  leaders  better.”  He 
said  that  a new  program,  being  carried  out 
through  the  regional  representatives  of  The 
Church,  is  teaching  all  ward  bishoprics 
throughout  the  world,  “So  they  will  be 
taught  how  to  lead.”

the  world.  Established  under  the 
direction  of  the  First  Presidency 
of  The  Church,  LDSSA  is 
organized  to  meet  the  needs  of 
college  students  while  they  are  at 
school,  serving  as  an  arm  of  the 
Priesthood  and  reaching  out  to 
encompass  all  Latter-day  Saint 
students  on  the  campus.  It 
accomplishes  its  work  primarily 
through  correlation  and 
coordination  of  the  weekday 
activities  of  the  agencies  of  The 


LDSSA  IS  DESIGNED  to 
utilize  and  strengthen  stakes, 
wards,  institutes  of  religion, 
social,  fraternal  and  other  groups 
by  involving  a student  council 
comprised  of  student  leaders  and 
representatives  of  various  Church 
groups  on  campus. 

Basic  principles  which  guide  the 
operation  of  LDSSA  include 
involvement  of  the  Priesthood  at 
every  level  of  operation,  the 
consideration  of  student  voice  in 
the  decision-making  process,  and 
correlation  which  includes  the 
coordination  of  Church  and 
campus  activities. 


A MULTITUDE  OF  problems 
faces  college  students  today,  and 
LDS  students  must  face  them  as 
well.  The  knowledge  explosion 
era,  loss  of  identity,  the  mobility 
of  society,  student  unrest  and 
social  pressures  and  problems 
confront  all  students. 
Additionally,  LDS  students  must 
cope  with  other  problems.  Social 
life  on  campuses  around  the 
country  as  a rule  is  not  in 
harmony  with  Church 
standards.

must  be  solved.  In  short,  there  is  a 
danger  of  Latter-day  Saint  college 
students  becoming  religious 
dropouts. 

LDSSA  helps  LDS  college 
students  meet  the  challenges  they 
face  in  a variety  of  ways.  First, 
the  needs  and  wishes  of  LDS 
students  are  determined  and  ways 
to  meet  them  effectively  and 
properly  are  decided  upon.  The 
functioning  body  of  the  Student 
Association  is  the  LDS  Student 
Council.  Direct  action  can  then  be 
taken  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students  through  the  established 
organizations  which  are 
represented  on  both  student 
council  and  executive  committee 
levels.  If  the  organizations  cannot 
currently  meet  the  needs 
effectively,  the  Student 
Association  may  combine  its 
resources  with  the  organizations 
to  provide  answers. 


MANY  OF  TODAY’S  college 
students  find  a need  to  develop 
strong  personal  identity  and 
recognition  in  a group  setting.  A 
significant  number  of  Latter-day 
Saint  College  students  experience 
and  express  these  same  concerns.
